When 
the  fcahit  of  systems^-  reading  is  once  es- 


tablished, it  becomes  an  appetite  which  dt^ 
mauds  feeding.  To  him  who  has  learned 
to  know  good  books  reading  is  not  irksome 
but  joyous,  exhilirating,  and  to  be  denied 
the  privilege  is  like  going  hungry  for  nec- 
essary food. 

The  most  important  taste  to  be  formed, 
the  most  important  intellectual  habit  to  be 
established,  is  that  for  good  reading.  %It 
awakens  the  mind  and  feels  and  guides  it. 
It  sharpens  the  intellect  and  clarities  the 
thought  And  no  party  to  this  world’s 
work  so  needs  the  power  to  think  clearly  as 
does  the  preacher. 

But  the  thought  element  is  but  a part  of 
the  value  of  books.  They  speak  also  to 
the  heart;  they  inspire  and  refresh  the  soul; 
they  give  enthusiasm  and  propelling  power 
to  the  life.  The  preacher  should  resort  to 
them  often  for  the  much  needed  help  which 
they  offer  him  to  think  more  sanely  and 
clearly,  and  to  feel  more  deeply  and  truly 
in  all  that  concerns  his  mission  of  service  to 
the  world. 

Then  the  preacher  should  read,  read  sys- 
tematically and  read  habitually. 

III.  PURPOSEFULLY. 

He  must  also  read  with  purpose.  It  is 
the  only  thing  that  can  sustain  habit.  There 
must  be  motive  in  order  to  continued  effort 
along  definite  lines.  The  lines  of  reading 
must  be  fixe  1 by  singling  out  definite  ob- 
jects to  be  accomplished  and  keeping  them 
in  view,  and  as  these  are  reached  others  must 
be  substituted.  Thus  concentration  is  se- 
cured, interest  is  excited,  achievement  is 
made  by  installments,  and  a sense  of  power 
is  felt. 

The  legitimate  and  profitable  aims  in 
reading  are  various,  and  this  variety  adds 
freshness  to  the  work. 

The  preacher ’s  relation  to  public  life,  both 
social  and  commercial,  is  so  large  and  com- 
plex that  he  is  in  constant  need  of  a cor- 
rect and  sympathetic  knowledge  of  con- 
temporary customs  and  tendencies,  in  or- 
der that  he  may  command  respect  in  his 
efforts  to  cheek  evil  tendencies  and  direct 
the  public  mind  to  truer  social  aims.  There 
is  no  adequate  preparation  for  this  impor- 
tant work  without  large  and  discriminating 
use  of  the  best  books  and  magazines  which 
deal  with  these  grave  current  problems. 

This  field  alone  is  so  vast  and  perplexing 
that  in  entering  it  the  preacher  needs  to 
define  and  limit  his  purpose  and  to  stick  to 
these  lines.  It  is  by  holding  to  the  track 
tfiat  the  locomotive  makes  progress. 

IV.  FOR  SERVICE 

Above  all,  he  should  read  for  service  rath- 
er than  for  personal  pleasure. 

The  pleasure  of  reading  is  so  keen  to  one 
who  has  formed  the  habit  that  it  is  liable  to 
mislead  and  entice  one  to  read  for  pleasure 
rather  than  for  service.  The  preacher  in 
his  reading ' cannot  afford  to  be  thus  mis- 
lead. His  motto  should  be:  “We  study  to 
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He  must  constantly  consider  wherein  his 
reading  will  help  to  make  him  “a  good  ser- 
vant of  Jesus  Christ.’’  In  all  his  diligence 
in  business  and  fervency  of  spirit,  he  must 
not  forget  that  his  mission  is  “serving  the 
l#ord.”  His  reading  must  be  so  directed 
as  to  increase  his  “horsepower”  for  Clod. 

There  is  at  present  a marvelous  lack  of 
direction  and  discrimination  in  reading,  and 
it  has  even  led  to  a decline  in  the  quality 
of  books.  What  the  preacher  neeils  is  to 
know  the  best  books  and  the  best  way  to 
use  them.  He  cannot  afford  to  be  just 
the  ordinary  book-consumer,  reading  with- 
out any  particular  purpose  just  to  occupy 
his  spa  re  time.  He  should  not  read  books 
simply  because  other  people  are  reading 
them,  from  mere  curiosity  and  fashion — the 
newest  popular  book. 

There  was  a time  when  the  problem  was 
to  have  a book — when  cost  and  rarity  de- 
barred from  possession.  But  we  are  over- 
whelmed now  by  the  crowd  of  books  con- 
fronting us  and  are  often  confused  and  mys- 
tified by  their  false  and  commercial  claims. 
The  problem  has  assumed  a new  aspect  with 
us.  Our  difficulty  is  what  to  select,  or 
rather  what  to  neglect.  There  is  no  safer 
rule  to  read  first  the  very  beat  books  in  each 
class  for  the  purpose  we  have  in  band — 
which  purpose  for  the  preacher  is  increase 
of  power  for  the  largest  and  most  needed 
service.

Review. 

Tty  Elder  Odd. 

1 have  read  an  article  in  the  two  issues  of 
The  Record,  bearing  the  dates  of  June  20 
and  27.  trying  to  prove  that  the  law  of  tith- 
ing is  God’s  financial  law  now,  and  I propose 
to  review  it  and  then  add  some  remarks. 
The  writer  divides  liis  article  into  eight 
sections,  which  is  a very  convenient  ar- 
rangement. 

The  first  section  is  on  the  subject  of  keep- 
ing our  vows  and  api>ear  to  be  based  on  the 
assumption  that  in  some  \vay  all  Christians, 
at  some  time,  have  taken  a vow  to  pay  the 
tenth. 

If  that  is  not  his  meaning,  it  seems  to 
me  a waste  of  labor,  time  and  space  to  write 
that  section.  He  brings  up  Jacob’s  vow 
recorded  in  Gen.  28:20-22.  I suppose  to 
prove  it  though  it  seems  to  me  that  he  hail 
just  as  well  have  appealed  to  the  second 
chapter  of  Jude  for  proof.  Jacob’s  vow 
and  Abraham  giving  the  tenth  of  his  part, 
of  the  spoils  he  had  taken  from  Chedorlao- 
men  and  his  confederates,  are  relied  on 
to  prove  that  the  tithe  law  is  older  than 
the  ceremonial  law  and  therefore  did  not 
pass  away  with  it.  But  they  do  not  prove 
it.  If  the  tithe  law  was  in  force  when 
Jacob  met  that  vow  it  was  the  most  pre- 
sumptions and  amazing  thing  recorded  in  all 
the  ages — that  Jacob  should  at  that  time 
when  he  was  humbled  and  made  afraid  ip 
the  immediate  presence  of  God  and  awed  by 
the  sound  of  His  voice  should  attempt  to 
dictate  to  God  the  conditions  upon  which 
he  would  obey  God’s  law.  It  is  absurd, 
unnatural  and  unreasonable  and  untrue  Ja- 
cob knew  nothing  of  such  a law  and  the 
grandson  of  Abraham  and  the  son  of  Isaac 
would  have  known  of  it  if  it  had  been  in  ex- 
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istence.  As  to  Abraham’s  ease,  there  arc 
just  these  eight  words  about  it  in  the  Old 
Testament:  “And  he  gave  him  the  tenth 
of  all.”  Not  a hint  as  to  why  he  did  it. 
It  might  have  been  for  anyone  of  several 
reasons.  What  the  writer  of  the  epistle  to 
the  Hebrews  says  about  it  in  Heb.  7:10  is 
showing  the  superiority  of  Melchizedek,  and 
bis  order  of  priesthood,  to  Abraham  and  the 
Levitical  order  of  priesthood.  If  the  tithe 
law  had  been  in  force  then  and  Melchizedek 
been  entitled  to  receive  the  tithes,  it  would 
have  been  Abraham’s  duty  to  have  paid  it 
if  Melchizedek  had  been  vastly  inferior  to 
him  and  so  the  circumstance  would  have 
been  utterly  useless  for  the  purpose  the 
writer  was  using  it  for.  But  if  no  such 
law  existed  it  exactly  fitted  his  purpose. 
But  if  the  tithe  law  had  been  older  than 
the  ceremonial  law  that  would  not  have 
prevented  it  passing  away  with  it.  Cir- 
cumcision .was  older  and  passed  away. 
Bloody  sacrifices  were  certainly  as  old  as  the 
death  of  Abel,  yet  they  passed  away. 

Thus  far  the  real  question  has  not  even 
been  approached.  There  is  no  dispute 
about  God  requiring  the  tithe  from  the 
children  of  Israel  while  they  were  under  the 
ceremonial  law.  The  question  is:  Does 
God  now  require  the  tithe  from  Christians, 
both  Jew  and  Gentile f In  the  sixth  sec- 
tion of  the  article  the  writer  takes  one  step 
toward  the  question,  but  does  not  reach 
it.  and  never  takes  another.  He  says: 
“Tithing -is  not  condemned  in  the  New  Tes- 
tament, but  Christ  put  His  stamp  of  approv- 
al on  it.”  And  quotes  Matt.  23:23  and 
Luke  11:12  to  prove  it,  and  goes  on  to  say, 
“Why  should  Jesus  plainly  and  emphati- 
cally say,  ‘These  things  ought  ye  to  have 
done!’  ” I think  the  writer  miscontrues 
the  passage.  I think  Jesus  placed  the  em- 
phasis on  their  neglecting  to  observe  justice 
the  love  to  God,  mercy  and  faith,  “the 
weightier  matters  of  the  law.”  It  is  as 
though  he  had  said,  “You  are  very  scrupu- 
lous about  little  things,  such  as  tithing 
mint,  anise,  rue  and  cummin,  but  neglect 
the  greater  and  more  important  things — 
justice,  mercy  and  love  to  God,”  etc.  1 
think  the  whole  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
their  neglecting  those  greater  things.  But 
all  this  has  no  hearing  on  the  real  question 
because  the  ceremonial  law,  tithes  and  all. 
were  still  in  force  and  must  remain  so  till 
Christ  fulfilled  the  types  which  was  not 
till  after  His  resurrection.  For  instance, 
the  high  priest  entering  into  the  holy  of 
holies. 

The  eighth  proposition  is.  that  “tithes,  as 
nearly  as  iwssible,  should  be  brought  into 
the  treasury  weekly  and  quotes  I Cor.  16:2 
to  prove  it.  But  neither  tithes  nor  treas- 
ury is  mentioned  or  even  hinted  at.  In 
that  very  verse  Paul  directs  every  one  to 
lay  by  him  in  store — “by  him,”  not  in  the 
house  of  God  or  in  a common  treasury. 
That  was  a voluntary  collection  for  the 
saints  in  Jerusalem  and  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  regular  expenses  of  the  church, 
nor  with  tithes.  In  the  next  verse  Paul 
calls  it  “your  liberality.”  There  is  no 
“liberality”  in  paying  a compulsory  tax. 
and  the  tithe  law  was  certainly  a compul- 
sory tax  law. 
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Preaching  Without  the  Bible.

The  tendency  of  modern  preaching  is 
clearly  away  from  the  Book.  Preachers 
have  ambitions  to  be  eloquent,  scientific  or 
philosophical,  as  the  taste  may  lead;  hence 
their  sermons  partake  more  or  less  of  the 
nature  of  lectures,  in  which  emphasis  is  laid 
on  the  literary  merit  and  the  delivery  more 
than  its  truthfulness  according  to  the  Word. 
A man  may  preach  much  truth  and  not 
quote  the  Scripture,  but  it  is  less  effective, 
and  may  be  largely  accidental  as  far  as  he 
is  concerned.  Preachers  have  a natural 
desire  to  entertain — hence  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  say  nice  things — whether  true  or 
not,  is  not  always  the  main  idea,  but  does  it 
sound  goodT  They  may  be  true,  but  the 
preacher’s  conscience  would  lie  relieved, 
and  it  would  give  greater  satisfaction  to  his 
auditors  if  he  would  give  a “thus  saith  the 
Lord.” 

The  people  are  largely  responsible  for 
this.  They  demand  entertainment  rather 
lhan  the  helpfulness  of  truth.  The  preach- 
er who  has  much  of  the  human  in  him  wants 
to  supply  this  demand.  . , 

There  are  two  ways  of  preaching  the  Bi- 
ble. One  is  the  proof-text  method;  the  oth- 
er is  the  ex|H>sitory  method.  The  latter  is 
probably  the  most  satisfactory;  but  certain- 
ly either  method  is  better  than  preaching 
simply  the  substance  of  the  Scripture  with- 
out ever  quoting  the  Bible  at  all. 

This  writer  heard  a sermon  recently  on 
the  subject  of  hell.  It  was  good  and  I 
would  endorse  the  teaching  of  the  sermon. 
But  my  criticism  of  it  would  be  there  was 
too  little  Bible  in  it.  I mean,  Bible  quota- 
tions and  citations.  The  reasoning  was 
good,  the  philosophy  was  sound,  but  the 
infidel  can  reason  and  philosophize  as  well 
as  the  preacher,  and  make  it  look  unrea- 
sonable for  God  to  punish  men  eternally  for 
a sin  committed  in  time.  But  quote  what 
the  Bible  has  to  say  relative  to  hell  and  you 
run  him  into  the  open  and  force  hfcn  to  take 
a stand  against  the  Bible  which  he  does  not 
like  to  do.  You  always  put  him  to  a dis- 
advantage. Truth  is  mighty  and  cuts  in 
every  direction.  That  crowd  of  Seventh 
Day  Adventists  that  met  in  Washington  re- 
cently under  the  guise  of  Bible  students, 
and  made  that  wonderful  deliverance  on 
the  subject  of  hell  that  alarmed  some  of 
the  brethren  that  didn’t  know  who  they 
were,  would  not  dare  come  out  with  the  Bi- 
ble teaching  regarding  eternal  punishment, 
and  though  claiming  to  be  Bible  students 
(T)  proved  that  they  did  not  know  anything 
about  the  Bible,  or  they  were  a set  of  mis- 
erable perverters  of  the  truth,  or  perverts, 
as  the  case  may  he.  Men  do  not  outgrow 
the  truth  of  the  Bible.  There  are  some 
customs  which  change  through  the  centu- 
ries and  men  have  this  right,  hut  when  it 
comes  to  the  vital  truths  of  Christianity 
they  never  have  changed,  nor  can  they  ever 
change.  You  can  neither  resolute  nor  leg- 
islate hell  out  of  the  Bible,  nor  can  you 
abolish  hell;  it  does  not  matter  how  much 
you.  may  wish  to  do  so.  even  for  your  own 
protection. 

“Preach  the  Word“— there  is.no  better 


way.  for  that  ip  God’a  way.  It  may  not  be 
quite  so  entertaining  to  some  elements  of 
your  congregation,  but  it  will  be  more  help- 
fuL  even  to  those  who  do  not  like  to  hear 
it. 

The  expository  method  has  the  advantage 
over  proof-text  method.  If  the  proposi- 
tion laid  down  is  faulty,  it  does  not  matter 
how  many  proof-texts  are  presented,  the 
8ennon  is  a failure.  Prejudice  and*  pre- 
conceived opinion  may  actuate  one  in  the 
premises,  as  he  makes  the  proposition  to  be 
proved,  but  a great  array  of  texts  of  Scrip- 
ture will  not  make  his  projiosition  true.  1 
would  suggest  we  undertake  to  find  out  ex- 
actly what  the  given  passage  tithes  and 
present  that  faith  fully  to  our  people  re- 
gardless of  whether  we  had  been  taught 
that  or  not.  This  method  has  the  further 
merit  of  stimulating  the  oongregation  to 
search  the  Scriptures  to  see  whether  these 
things  lie  so.  Let  us  preach  the  Bible.

To  leave  out  any  oi|gio(  these  three  or  any 
part)  of  any  one  of  thtSi  la  to  miss  the  mark, 
to  flail  to  get  God's  c iK-pption,  to  fall  to  rep- 
resent him  aright  and  ^0  Invite  temporary  de- 
featl-  and  long  delay  idfeci  omplishing  the  task 
of  tyr nging  in  the  kuteiom.  We  have  talked 
and  preached  and^wrltf&i  about  the  world-wide 
mission  of  the  gospel  &tll  theoretically  It  has 
been  adopted  in  our  cmjed  and  program.  Not 
many  are  heard  now  s&o  would  advocate  lim- 
iting lu  activities  to  thUr  own  locality,  though 
not  a f*w  do  so  limit  |fjiand  feel  uncomfortable 
when  the  world-wide  dntgation  la  pressed  upon 
them  However,  this  intention  has  won  as- 
sentf  If  not  acceptance  And  with  proper  atten- 
tion will  be  reeogn i zedjgas  a gospel  axiom.  It 
Is  not  a full  gospel  uarass  It  Is  for  ill. 

We  are  only  beginnM;  to  realise  that  the 


campaign  for  bringing  In  the  kingdom  must 
Include  all  the  forces  in  the  kingdom;  not  that 
it  ought  to  do  It,  but  that  it  must  do  It;  that 
Is,  the  kingdom  is  never  coming  until  all  the 
latent  energies  and  dormant  subjects  are 
aroused  and  brought  into  active  participation 
In  the  work.  You  will  never  make  a whole 
t number  by  taking  one  half  and  adding  to  it 
one-fourth  and  one-eighth  and  one-sixteenth 
and  bo  on  to  infinity  and  to  eternity.  It  can't 
be  done.  You  will  always  be  making  progress, 
but  will  never  reach  the  goal.  The  only  way 
to  get  the  result  is  to  add  the  two  halves  to- 
gether, and  you  get  It  Immediately.  We  have 
made  some  progress  according  to  this  method 
of  adding  small  fractions  to  our  working  force 
every  year,  but  we  wRl  never  finish  it  this  way. 
We  have  got  to  go  after  that  large  fraction  of 
our  people  who  haven’t  become  factors  in  the 
great  work  of  the  kingdom.  They  need  us  and 
we  need  them.  The  need  of  the  party  of  the 
first  part  is  as  bad  as  that  of  the  party  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part.  The  Lord  needs  them 
and  needs  them  right  now,  and  he  is  not  will- 
ing that  one  shall  be  perfected  without  the 
other,  or  shall  have  exclusive  glorying  in  the 
contest.  Our  program  for  establishing  the 
kingdom  must  include  the  participation  of  the 
whole  army  In  which  there  will  be  no  strag- 
glers. Let  us  go  after  them  and  let  them 
begin  the  drill.  In  this  must  be  Included  the 
entire  dedication  of  time  and  substance  that 
they  may  be  at  the  King's  disposal  to  advance 
his  work. 

But  the  other  thing  must  be  included,  there 
must  be  a full  expression  of  the  ministry  of 
Christ,  that  is  there  must  not  be  a fractional 
ministry,  a partial  performance,  a one-sided 
exhibition  of  the  gospel.  The  work  of  the 
churches  must  be  a full  gospel,  preaching  all 
the  truth,  and  doing  all  the  work  that  Jesus 
did.  Many  people  have  boasted  of  their  faith- 
ful aetting  forth  of  the  gospel  who  have  had  no 
conception  of  its  fullness  and  have  represented 
the  merest  fraction  of  the  work  of  our  Lord. 
We  ought  not  to  wish  to  take  anything  from 
the  pre-eminence  of  the  doctrine  of  Justifica- 
tion by  faith.  Let  us  preach  It  more  and  more 
faithfully  than  ever,  but  wt,  must  understand 
that  ministry  of  Jesus  included  and  Includes 
more  than  the  preaching  of  th  truth,  how- 
ever essential  and  glorious.  If  we  do  not  In- 
clude in  our  program  of  service  to  him  and  to 
others  in  his  name,  the  training  of  inen  for  the 
highest  usefulness  In  the  kingdom,  developing 
In  them  the  likeness  of  Jesus,  we  do  not  rep- 
resent him  aright,  we  are  not  making  full  proof 
of  our  ministry.  If  we  omit  the  establishing 
and  support  of  great  mission  enterprises,  the 
support  of  orphans  or  the  providing  of  hospit- 
als for  the  care  and  cure  of  the  sick  we  are 
not  worthy  of  our  Lord  and  rail  short  of  doing 
hts  work.  These  things  he  did  and  taught  us 
to  do.  To  neglect  them  Is  to  dishonor  him  and 
give  men  a false  conception  of  his  life  and 
purpose. 

Among  the  scriptures  that  have  suffered  vio- 
lence at  the  hands  of  interpreters  must  be  num- 
bered the  expression  In  the  Acts  of  the  Apos- 
tles that  the  priests  took  knowledge  of  Peter 
and  John  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus.  Much 
Is  made  of  this  as  if  Jesus  had  so  impressed 
himself  upon  them  that  they  gave  unmistaka- 
ble evidence  of  association  with  him.  Jesus 
had  doubtless  made  his  mark  on  them  for  life, 
but  this  passage  of  scripture  means  simply,  as 
the  Bible  Union  version  says,  that  they  recog- 
nized them  as  (he  same  men  whom  they  had 
seen  with  Jesus.  Peter  and  John  alone  of  the 
disciples  followed  Jesus  to  his  trial.  John  was 
known  to  the  high  priest  and  brough^,  Peter 
into  the  court  that  night.  These  people  who 
saw  the  two  disciples  then  and  probably  at 
other  times  in  the  company  of  Jesus,  now  un- 
der similar  circumstances  recognized  them  as 
the  former  companions  of  the  Master.  There 
is  plenty  of  scripture  to  teach  every  good  and 
needed  lesson  without  being  In  need  of  twist- 
ing a passage  Into  what  It  doesn’t  mean.

In  a long  struggle  there  may  be  many  suc- 
cessive campaigns.  From  the  time  Jesus  start- 
ed his  disciples  on  their  mission  there  could 
be  no  question  in  the  minds  of  his  followers 
as  to  the  final  triumph  of  the  kingdom  of  God. 
This  element  of  hopefulness  and  assurance  of 
victory  Is  born  In  and  with  the  believer.  The 
point  for  us  (To  know  is  at  what  point  we  are 
in  the  campaign;  what  is  the  point  where  the 
attack  is  to  be  delivered  today;  what  is  the 
special  place  or  form  of  the  ministry  of  Christ 
that  needs  attention  at  present.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  Captain  of  our  Salvation  Is 
leading,  has  a plan  fdr  his  people  and  hls  own 
way  of  directing  it  or  making  it  known.  Our 
part  is  to  be  not  as  fools,  but  as  wise  men. 
understanding  what  the  will  of  the  Lord  is  and 
buying  up  the  opportunity.  This  will  often  be 
discerned  by  certain  concerted  movements  that 
take  possession  of  the  minds  of  his  people. 
Often  the  same  plan  or  idea  will  occur  to  many 
at  the  same  time.  Or  if  It  is  suggested  by 
one  or  a few,  It  will  find  a response  in  the 
hearts  of  the  many.  The  need  becomes  evident 
and  the  opportunity  is  certain,  and  we  recog- 
nize that  "Our  God  is  marching  on.”  The  pil- 
lar of  fire  and  of  cloud  are  with  us. 

It  looks  now  like  the  times  portend  a great, 
strenuous  and  far-reaching* campaign  for  South- 
ern Baptists  for  the  next  few  years.  We  have 
come  to  a period  of  unprecedented  activity  and 
opportunity.  We  had  at  well  adjust  ourselves 
to  the  conditions  and  address  ourselves  to  the 
task.

Last  week  I sent  some  clippings  from 
some  letters  we  had  received  from  my  niece, 
Miss  Mary  Anderson,  about  Dr.  Graves’  last 
sickness  and  death.  Dr.  Graves  was  »o 
worthy  and  useful  a missionary  that  too 
much  eanuot  be  said  or  written  about  him. 

lie  went  to  China  as  a missionary  in  185G 
when  he  was  a young  man  of  only  2:1  years; 
so.  fifty-six  years  of  his  useful  life  were  giv- 
en to  work  for  the  salvation  of  the  heathen. 

I wish  a summary  of  his  work  in  China  could 
lx*  written  and  published  to  the  world,  but 
even  a statement  by  his  most  intimate  friends 
eould  not  express  the  half  of  what  he  has 
accomplished,  for  only  the  eye  of  God  sees 
the  wonderful  good  done  by  him  in  the  sal- 
vation of  precious  souls  in  China. 

I have  just  had  a letter  from  his  wife  (my 
sister)  from  which  I quote  as  follows; 

“1  have  had  a great  many  letters  from 
people  in  and  near  Canton.  They  are  full 
of  testimonies  to  his  beautiflil  useful  life 
and  the  sweet  influence  of  his  example.  One 
missionary  wrote,  ‘Few  lives  that  have 
touched  mine  have  carried  in  the  contact 
more  power  for  good.  1 have  had  him  be- 
fore me  for  years  as  an  example  of  well- 
nigh  all  a Christian  missionary  should  be.’ 
Another  wrote:  ‘His  life  was  a constant 
inspiration  and  example  to  each  one  of  us 
—so  unselfish,  gentle,  patient  and  Christ- 
like  a missionary  one  rarely  sees.’ 

“The  testimonies  of  the  two  Chinese  pas- 
tors who  spoke  at  his  funeral  were  beauti- 
ful — no  fulsome  praise,  but  true,  loving.- 
strong  statements  of  his  worth  as  they  had 
seen  and  felt  it.  1 am  glad,  too,  to  say 
that  people  did  not  wait  till  ho  was  dead 
to  show  their  love  for  him,  and  to  say  good 
things  about  him.  He  has  been  more  and 
more  honored  by  both  our  mission,  and  the 
missionary  community  at  large  as  he  has 
grown  older  and  more  feeble.  The  old 
First  Church,  which  is  the  oldest  monument 
to  Dr.  Graves’  work  in  Canton  is  arrang- 
ing for  a large  memorial  service  next  week. 
They  are  inviting  all  the  Baptist  churches 
to  participate  (there  are  five  in  Canton  and 
suburbs).  Dr.  Graves  wjts  co-pastor  there 
to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  that  church 
presented  a beautiful  floral  catafalque  for 
his  coffin,  and  hired  six  extra  coolies  to  help 
to  carry  the  coffin  because  of  this  extra 
weight.  All  coffins  arc  carried  by  coolies 
here,  as  there  are  no  horses. 

“1  am  so  thankful  that  1 was  strong  and 
well  to  begin  the  long  strain  of  nursing  and 
Anxiety  and  loss  of  sleep.  My  gratitu  e 
for  just  this  one  thing— health  and  strength 
to  cafe  for  him  as  long  as  he  needed  me— 
would  take  much  of  the  bitterness  out  of  my 
sorrow  if  there  were  nothing  else,  but  there 
are  many,  many  other  things.  I think  1 can 
truthfully  say  that  there  is  no  bitterness  in 
it  now.  His  grace  is  sufficient.  When  a 
useful  servant  of  God  dies,  I think  God  has 
someone  in  readiness  to  take  up  his  work. 
Who  is  ready  and  willing  to  take  up  the 
work  of  this  great  and  good  man?  May- 
God  open  his  eyes  that  he  may  see  his  duty 
and  take  hold  of  it.”

Often 
the  parent  may  be  reached  through  the  plac- 
ing of  the  baby  on  the  cradle  roll.  AH 
things  else  being  equal,  the  superintendent 
of  the  primary  department  should  occupy 
the  office  of  superintendent  of  cradle  roll 
and  enroll  their  names.  When  the  birth- 
day cornea  around,  send  them  cards;  call  on 
the  baby  occasionally;  when  old  enough  to 
enter  the  beginners’  department  give  a cer- 
tificate of  promotion  on  promotion  day.  The 
Sunday  School  board  can  supply  you  with  a 
list  of  appliances,  record  book,  birthday 
blanks  and  envelopes.  Superintendent 
should  have  a cradle  roll  day.  They  should 
be  counted  as  visitors  until  they  enter  the 
primary  department. 

Have  a home  department  for  another  class 
of  persons  who  do  not  attend.  The  method 
is  as  simple  as  that  of  the  cradle  roll.  Have 
a superintendent  for  the  home  department. 
Secure  the  names  of  as  many  as  are  willing 
to  study  the  lesson  for  half  an  hour  each 
week,  supply  them  with  a quarterly  lesson 
help  for  this  class  and  with  an  envelope.

Communing  with  Departed  Spirits. 

The  editor  of  The  Baptist  World  refers 
approvingly  to  two  books  on  the  subject  of 
communion  with  departed  spirits — “The 
Ministry  of  the  Unseen”  and  “The  Life 
Which  is  Life  Indeed.”  The  writer  is 
somewhat  familiar  with  spiritualism  and  its 
“mediums,”  hut  when  he  read  The  Baptist 
World  editorial  he  was  startled.  It  put 
him  to  thinking  on  the  subject  of  departed 
spirits  and  on  what  the  only  InfalliMe 
Guide  in  such  matters  has  to  say  and  h\ 
couldn’t  call  to  mind  a passage  of  Scrip- 
ture which  will  justify  a belief  that  the 
spirits  of  the  departed  may  have  and  do 
hold  communion  with  spirits  on  this  side 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  narrative 
of  the  witch  of  Endor.  Saul  and  Samuel, 
and  that  is  not  conclusive.  On  the  other 
hand.  Job  says  of  the  departed:  “Thou 
ehangest  his  countenance  and  sendest  him 
away.  . His  sons  come  to  honor  and  he 
knoweth  it  not.  And  they  are  brought 
low,  but  he  perceiveth  it  not  of  them.” 
(Job  14.)  But  what  are  we  to  do  with  the 
testimony.-*?  a number  of  men  of  God 
whose  “sanity  and  reliability  no  man  may 
question!”  Following  is  The  Baptist 
World  editorial,  in  part: 

“A  few  months  ago  we  reviewed  a small 
book,  “The  Ministry  of  the  Unseen,”  where- 
in the  author  told  of  frequent  interviews 
with  his  wife,  who  had  entered  into  ‘life 
indeed*  in  the  ‘hereafter.’  The  author, 
L.  V.  II  Witley.  London,  is  commended  by 
a number  of  men  whom  we  all  know — Drs. 
F.  B.  Meyer,  R.  J.  Campbell,  etc.  This 
new  book.  “The  Life  Which  is  Life  Indeed: 
Here  and  Hereafter,”  is  a general  and  pop- 
ular discussion  of  the  inner  relations  be- 
tween the  living  on  the  two  sides.  The 
author  is  entirely  sincere  and  sane  and  he 
feels  profoundly  the  truth  of  the  things  he 
writes  about.  He  has  gathered  a large 
and  most  happy  lot  of  quotations  from 
prominent  writers  to  the  endorsement  of 
his  belief,  among  which  arc  testimonies 
from  William  T.  Stead.  Henry  Ward  Beech- 
er. Joseph  Parker.  Alexander  Maelaren,  lan 
Maclaren,  Makenzie  Bell  and  others.  Some 
of  his  ‘present-day  testimonials  as  to  min- 
istry from,  and  communion  with,  spirits  in 
the  unseen’  are  almost  startling.  And  they 
are  from  men  whose  sanity  and  reliability 
no  man  may  question.” 

If  those  men  of  God  whose  veracity  and 
sincerity  we  do  not  question  for  a moment, 
did  not  labor  under  a halueination  and  have 
really  held  communion  with  the  spirits  of 
the  departed^  why  may  not  all  of  us  do  the 
same  thing!  If  we  could  and  were  to  do 
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so,  howr  might  it  affect  our  minds,  our 
prayers,  our  communion  with  God — our 
lives,  e'.e!  These  are  questions  that  pre- 
sent themselves.  As  there  is  no  record 
that  any  of  our  apostles  of  our  Lord  or 
saints  in  New  Testament  times  had  com- 
munion with  departed  spirits,  and  as  we 
have  no  Scripture  warrant  for  belief  in  it 
this  writer  will  continue  to  confine  his  com- 
munion to  that  with  God  through  the  med- 
ium of  his  “Advocate  with  the  Father,  Je- 
sus Christ  the  righteous,”  and  by  the  help 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  His  intercessor  on  earth. 
And  he  will  patiently  wait  in  hope  of  a 
happy  meeting  with  his  departed  dear  ones 
with  whose  happy  spirits  he  will  enjoy  the 
sweetest  communion  in  his  disembodied 
state  Till  then,  may  his  commuuion  with 
God  be  very  sweet.

A Few  Words  on  Russelism.

Nestorianism,  Eutychianism,  Pelagianism, 
etc , etc.,  and  had  cast  them,  one  and  all, 
into  the  fusing  pot  of  his  own  great  and 
fervid  imagination,  and  that  “Millennial 
Dawnism”  came  forth  to  enlighten  (!)  be- 
nighted humanity;  (though  to  give' all  the 
sidelights  in  the  ease  as  to  the  authorshiip  of 
this  clever  system  of  untruth  it  should  he 
stated  that  Russell’s  divorced  wife  claims  to 
have  written  most  of  it.

scribe handsomely  and  voluntarily  for  its 
promulgation. 

THERE’S  THE  ANSWER! 

We  have  observed  Russellism  for  a long 
time  and  have  never  yet  known  an  unregen- 
erate person  who  looked  into  it.  but  who  lik- 
ed it!  It  is  a religion  made  strictly  for  the 
fleshly  man,  and  ia  a perfect  fit. 

But  how  is  it  that  all  these  great  Millen- 
nial Dawn  revelations  have  been  so  long  in 
reaching  us! 

Is  it  not  a pity  that  after  the  Lord  had 
kept  them  seeret  for  so  long  a time,  that 
“Pastor  Russell”  should  now  expose  Him! 

.Just  one  sample  of  “Pastor  Russell’s” 
brilliant  (!)  exegesis:  It  is  based  on  1 

Timothy  2:6.  (Christ  Jesus)  “who  gave 
Himself  a ransom  for  all  to  be  testified  in 
due  time.”

This,  to  be  sure,  Is  an  ab- 
surd rendering  and  should  forever  shut  him 
off  from  serious  consideration,  for  even  the 
slightest  study  will  reveal  the  meaning  of 
the  passage  to  be  as  follows:  (Christ  Je- 
sus)/‘who  gave  Himself  as  the  redemption 
price  for  all — a fact  testified  to  at  its  own 
appointed  time”,  (that  is,  when  Christ  hung 
on  the  cross.)  (Weymouth’s  translation.) 

But  the  main  point  at  which  we  ar.  now 
aiming  in  order  to  show  Russell’s  incon- 
sistency is  "this,  that  while  here  claiming  that 
Christ  died  for  ALL,  yet  he  is  not  long  in 
stumbling  over  the  “incorrigible*,”  so  hope- 
less are  these  that  even  Russell  must  con- 
sign them  to  judgment,  which  in  his  hands, 
amounts  to  annihilation.  But  see  into 
what  a trap  of  his  own  makiug  Russell  has 
fallen,  for  his  ALL  is  not  “all”  after  all! 

His  own  “ineorrigibles”  mar  the  all-ncaa 
of  his  argument.  Now,  if  Russell ’s  all  is 
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not  all.  surely  orthodoxy  may  be  allowed  the 
same  privilege  of  making  exceptions,  and 
this  it  does  by  affirming  on  the  basis  of 
many  Scripture  passages,  -that  while  Christ 
gave  Himself  a ransoni'^fir  all,  only  those 
who  accept  Him  become  the  beneficiaries  of 
His  saving  grace.

The  Scriptures  affirm  all 
these  things.  Suppose  the  Bible  as  it  has 
been  understood  by  godly,  gifted  men  for 
centuries,  is  right  and  Russell  is  wrong! 
Only  suppose  this  and  the  possibilities  of 
the  harm  resulting  from  Russell’s  influence 
in  blindly  leading  the  blind  is  too  horrible

Baptists  of  Brookhaven  have  determined  to 
build  a new  church  which  will  occupy  the  lot 
where  the  presenjt  building  Is  ipcated.  A 
handsome  drawing  of  the  proposed  structure, 
which  will  be  a replica  of  a church  in  Okla- 
homa City,  is  on  exhibition  in  the  Commercial 
Bank,  where  it  attracts  much  favorable  atten- 
tion. 

The  plan  provides  for  a building  74x112  feet 
The  auditorium  and  Sunday  School  rooms  ad- 
joining, which  can  be  made  a part  of  it,  will 
seat  1200  people.  Besides  the  main  audito- 
rium, there  will  be  thirty-one  Sunday  School 
rooms  of  ample  size,  the  pastor's  study,  a re- 
tiring room  for  women,  a reading  rom  intend- 
el  for  public  use.  and  a church  kitchen;  while 
the  young  men’s  Sunday  School  class  now  num- 
bering, over  one  hundred  members,  will  be  as- 
signed ample  quarters  which  they  will  furnish 
according  to  their  own  taste.  The  building 
..will  be  three  stories  high — a basement  story 
amMwo  others — the  auditorium  reaching  to  the 
roof. 

The  material  fo  be  used  is  Brookhaven  red 
pressed  brick,  with  stained  glass  windows.  It 
will  easily  rank  with  any  church  In  the  State 
In  appearance  and  accommodations.  The  es- 
timate cost  Is  $25,000. 

The  Commifteee  has  already  begun  taking 
subscriptions  and  the  first  five  amounts  pledged 
reached  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars. 

At  a mass  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Jack- 
son  to  consider  adopting  the  commission  form 
of  government.  Prof.  G.  W.  Huddleston,  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  said  that  he 
would  be  glad  to  secure  that  form  if  for  no 
other  reason  than  to  get  the  things  out  of  the 
mess  in  which  they  are  now.  According  to 
the  C1arion-J«dger: 

Prof.  Huddleston  said  that  the  salary  he  had 
received,  $25.00  per  month  was  too  much  for 
the  service  he  had  rendered  the  city.  But, 
said  the  Professor,  "at  that  I have  done  as 
much  as  the  rest  for  the  city.”. 

Prof.  Huddleston  said  that  he  had  been  told 
l>y  a man  who  he  believed  was  a gentleman 
"that  the  city  counsll  of  Jackson  was  the  cheap- 
est of  any  in  the  south  except  the  one  in 
Vicksburg.” 

He  scored  the  police  department  of  the  city 
heavily,  saying  that  the  chief  did  not  do  hla 
duty  and  that  he  hoped  that  gentlemen  waa 
present  to  hear  him  say  so.  He  said  that  po- 
llceemen  had  told  him  that  the  reason  they  did 
not  arrest  certain  offenders  waB  "they  were 
afraid  of  losing  their  Jobs.” 

Prof.  Huddleston  belongs  to  the  class  that 
knows,  thinks,  and  is  not  afraid  to  speak  his 
convictions.  If  the  Commission  Form  of  Gov- 
ernment will  give  the  people  a chief  of  police 
who  will  enforce  the  law,  we  are  for  it.

Mark  4:35;  6:21. 

A Troubled  Sea  and  a Troubled  Soul. 

Golden  Text:  "God  Is  our  ref- 

uge and  strength,  a very  present 
help  in  trouble.  Therefore  will  we 
not  fear,  though  the  earth  0b 
change  and  though  the  mountains 
be  shaken  Into  the  heart  of  the 
seas.” — Ps.  46:1-2. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
of  all  the  lessons  we  are  to  study 
this  quarter.  Jesus  had  been  busy 
all  day  teaching  by  parables  the 
helpful  lessons  concerning  the  king- 
dom. The  great  crowd  had  throng- 
ed Him  so  that  He  had  sat  back  in 
a boat  while  He  was  teaching. 
When  evening  came  He  was  so  tired 
and  worn  (hat  He  needed  rest,  for"] 
He  was  very  human  as  well  as  very 
God.  They  were  on  the  little  Sea 
of  Galilee.  It  Is  a beautiful  harp- 
shaped  lake  lying  in  a valley  about 
six  hundred  feet  below  the  level  of 
the  Mediterranean  Sea.  Around  it 
rise  hills,  some  of  them  four  thous- 
and feet  above  sea  level.  These 
are  cut  by  deep  gorges  made  by 
rushing  mountain  torrents.  At 
times  the  cold  winds  from  the  snow- 
capped mountains  rush  down  and 
into  these  gorges  which  act  some- 
thing like  funnels;  they  come  with 
such  force  that  they  cause  terrible 
and  sudden  hurricanes  when  they 
strike  the  warm  air  above  the  lake. 
It  was  one  of  these  tempests  which 
overtook  the  little  boat  which  held 
Jesus  and  His  disciples.  He  was 
very  tired  from  the  long  hard  day's 
work,  so  He  had  lain  down  and  was 
sleeping.  Our  Scripture  lesson 
tells  the  story  with  such  beautiful 
simplicity  .that  we  will  not  spoil  It 
by  attempting  to  reset  it.
